ſand fix hundred thirty leven , by any perſon or pericns before the 
Twenty fourth day of Fune, in the year of Our Lord , One. thou- 
lan fre hundred and tixty , other then the Perſons therea.ter by 
name Excepted, in ſuch manner as they are hereafter Excepted , 
by veitue or colour of any Command , Power , Authority , Com- 
miſſion , Warrant or Inſtru&ions from His late Majeliy, King Charles, 
or His Majeſty that now is, or from any other perion or perſons , 
deriving or pretending to derive Authority , mediately or immedi- 


ately, from both or either of their Majeſties , Or by vertue or co- 


lour of any Authority derived mediateiy or immediately of or from 
'both Houſes , or either Houſe of Parliament, Or of or from any Con- 
vention or Aſſembly, called or reputed, or taking on them the Name 
of a Parliament, Or by, from, or under any Authority ſtiled or known 


by the Name of the Keepers of the Liberty of England, by Authority 


of Parliament , Or by vertue or colour of any Writ , Commiſſion, 


Letters, Patents, Inſtru&ion or Inſtru&tions of or from any perlon or 


perſons , Tituled , Reputed, or taken to be Lord yroteQor of the 
Commonwealth of Eng/ind Scotland, and Ireland, and the Domi- 
nions thereunto belonging, or Lord proteor of the Commonwealth 


* of Scotland, England, and Jreland , and the Dominions and TI erri- 


tories thereto belonging , or aſſuming the Authority or reputed to 
be chief Magiſtrate of the Commonwealth , or Commander in chief 
of the Forces or Armies of this Nation , by Sea or Land, or by 
any Pretence, Warrant, or Command whatſover, from them or any 
of them, or their or either of their reſpe&ive Councils or Council, 

or 
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or any Member of fuch Counſellor, Councils, or from any perſon or 
Perſons whatſoever, deriving or pretending to derive Authority trom 
'them, or any of them, be Pardoned, Releaſed, Indempnified , Dit 
charged, and put in utter Oblivion. 

And that all and every the perion and perſons, Ating, Advifang » 
Aſliſting, Abetting, and Counlelling- the ſame, they, their Heirs, Ex- 
ecutors, and Adminitirators, ( except as before is excepted ) be 
and are hereby Paidoned, Relealed, acquitted, Indempnified , and 
diicharged trom the ſame , And of ail from all pains of death , and 
other pains, Judgements, Indictments, ConviCttions, Attainders, Out» 
lawries, Penalties, Eicheats and Forteitures therefore had or given , 
or that-might accrew for'the tame; And that all ſuch Judgements 
Inditments , Convictions, Attainders, Qutlawries, Penalties, Ef- 
cheats aud Forteitures , and every of them, and all Grants there- 
upos made., and all Etates derived under the lame, be -and are 
hereby Declared and Enacted to be from henceforth Null and Void. 
And that all mean profits not yet received by fuct Grants ſhall be, 
and are hereby dilcharged : And chat all and every perionand perſons, 
bodies Politick and Corporate, their and every of their Heirs, Exe- 
cutors , Admmiſtrators and Succefſors , ſhall be an\ are hereby re- 
. ored toall and every their Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, 
Goods, Ciattels and other things Forfeited , which to His Majefty 
do or ſha'l appertain by reaſon ot any offence herein before menti- 
oned, and nor hereafter in chis preſent A& excepted and Forepriſed, 

And be it further Enated, That all Appeals, and ai! perſonal Aﬀi- 
ons , - Suits , Moleitations and Proſecutions whatſoever, for or by 
reaſon of any. a& of Hoftility , Treſpaſſe, Afault , Impriſonment or 
breacix of the Peace, Adviſed, Counſelled, Commanded, Appointed, 
Happen-d, ACGted or done by 1eaſon of the late troubles, or the late 
Wars in- His Maiefties Dominions, or relating thereunto, and all 
Judgements and Executions thereupon had before the Fir? day of 
May, in tae Year of our Lord, One thouſand fix hundred fifty eight, 
ſiand and be trom henceforth diſcharged ; But not to reſtore to any 
perſon or perſons any lms of Money, mean Profits or Goods already 
received or taken uponſuch Execution, or to give any accompt for 
tac lame. EW | 

Aad beit likewiſe Enatted, That all Appeals and all perſona! 4Ri- 
ons, and Cauſes of fuch &tons, Suites, Moleſtations and Popfanerions 
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whatſoever, for or by reaſon of any A or thing Adviſed, Counſelled, 
Conmanded , Aﬀed or done by vertue. or colour sf any Authority 
or Commiſſioa granted by His late Majeſty, or His Majeſty that now 
15, or by vertue or colour of any Order or Ordinance of one or both 
Houſes of parliament titting at TYeſtminfter ; Or by any A& or Order 
made by any perſons afſuming the Name of a Parliament , and fitting 
as a -Parliatnent at Weſftminfter after the death of the late King 
CHARLES the Firſt , Or by the Authority of the faid Keepers 
of the Liberties of Fng/and; Or by any Ordinance by either of the 
late ProteQors and Council ; Or by or upon any Commiſſion , Writ, 
Proceſſe, or Warrant by them or any of them, or by Authority de- 
rived from them or any of them ; And all demands of Arrearages of

all other Things, Cauſes, Quarrels, Suits, Judgements aud Execu- 
tions , in this preſent A hereafter not excepted nor Foreprized, 
which may be or can be by His Majeſty in any wile, or by any means 
Pardoned , before and unto the Twenty fourth day of June, "inthe 
Year of our Lord , One thouſand fix hundred and ſixty, to every or 
any of His faid SubjeQs, Bodies Corporate, Cities, Burroughs, 
Shires, Ridings, Hundreds, Lathes, Rapes, Wappentakes, Towns, Vil- 
lages and Tythings, or any of them. & 
 Andbe it farther Enadted by the Authority aforeſaid , That 31! 
Grants and Patents fince the Twenty fifth of March , One thouſand 
fix hundred fourty one, touching the Wardſhip and Cuſtody; of 
the Body and Lands , or touching the Marriage of any Heir within 
age, and all Mean Profits yet Unreceaved, and Demandable by xea» 
ſon thereof, ſhall be, and are hergby from henceforth Diſcharged. 
Andalſo the Kings Majeſty is contented , That it be further Far 
ated by Authoriry of this preſent parliament , -and be it Enaked 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That this His faid Free Pardon, Indemp- 
nity and Oblivion , ſhall be as good and effe&ual in the Law to

Indempnity and Oblivion: And that His faid Subjefts , nor ay of 
Cacem, . 
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them, not the Heirs, Executors or Adminiſtrators,. of any of them, 
nor the ſaid Bodies Corporate , and others before named and re- 
hearſed , nor any of them , be , nor ſhall be Sued , Vexed or ln- 
quieted , by or on the behalf of che Kings Majeſty , His Heirs or 
Succeſſors , in their Bodies, Goods, Chattels, Lands or Teneaftents, 
for any manner of Matter,Cauſe, Contempt, Mildemeanor,Fortfeiture, 
Trelpaſſe, Offence, or. any other thing Suffered, Done or Commit- 
ted before the aid Twenty fourth day of June , One thouſand fix 
hundred and ſixty, againſt his late Majeſty King CHARLES, or His 
Majeſty that now is, His Crown, Dignity , Prerogative, Laws or 
Statutes, but only tor ſuch Matters, Cauſes and Offences as be Ex- 
cepted and Foreprized by this preient A& out of the ſame, any 
Statute or Statutes, Laws, Cuſtoms, or Mages, heretofore had, made 
or uſed to the contrary in any wile notwithſtanding : And that all 
and every the Kings ſaid Subje&ts, and all and fingular Bodies Cor- 
porate, and others beforgrehearſed , may by him or themſelves, or 
by his or their Deputy or Deputies , or by kis or their Attorney or 
Attorneys, according to the Laws of this Realm , plead and miniſter 
this preſent Aft of Free Pardcn , for his or their Diſcharge, of or 
for any thing that is by vertue of this preſent Aﬀ&, Pardoned, Dif- 
charged, Given or Granted , without any Fee, or other thi y- 
ing to any perſon or perſons for Writing or Entry of che Ja [- 
ments or other Cauſe concerning ſuch Plea, . Writing, or. Entry, but 
only Sixteen Pence to be paid to the Ofticer or Clerk that ſhall en- 
rer ſuch Plea, Matter, or Judgemeat for the parties Diſcharge in that 
behalf, any Law, Statute, Uſage or Cuſtome to the contrary  not- 
withſtanding. 

And furthermore the Kings Majeſty is contented and pleaſed, that 
it be Ena&ed, and be it Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid., That 
this His faid Free Pardon, Indempmty, and Oblivion, by the general 
Words, Clauſes and Sentences, before rehearſed, be reputed, 
deemed, adjudged, expounded, allowed, and taken in all manner of 
Courts, of His Hignefſe, and elſewhere, moſt beneficial and available 
to alland fingular the faid Subjefs, Bodies Corporate,and others be- 
fore rehearſed , and to every:of them in all things , not in this pre- 
ſent 4& excepted or foreprized , without any ambiguity, _—_ 
or other delay whatſoever it ſhall be, to be made, gladed, jetted, 
or alleaged by the King our Soyeraign Lord, His Heirs, or uw 
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ſors, of by His or any of their General Attorney, or Attorneys, or by 
any perſon or perſons for His Highnefſe , or any of His Heirs or Suc- 
ceſſors, 

And furthermore be it Enafted by the King our Soveraign Lord, 
and by the Authority aforeſaid , That if any Officer or Clerk of any 
of His Highnefſe Courts, commonly called the Chancery , Kings 
Bench, and Common-pleas , or of His Exchequer, or any other Oth- 
cer or Clerk of any othec of His Highnefſe Courts within this Realm, 
at any time after the paſling of this preſent Att, make out, or write 
out any manner of Writs, Procefſe , Summons, or other precepts, 
whereby any of the faid SubjeQs, or any of the faid Bodies Coporat- 
ed, or others befor2 rehearled , or any of them ſhall be in any wiſe 
arreſted, attached, diſtrained, ſummoned, or otherwiſe vexed, in- 
quieted, orgrieved in his or their Bodies, Lands, Tenements, Goods 
or Chattels, or in any of them, for, or becauſe of any manner. of thing 
pardoned or Diſcharged by vertue of this A& of Free Pardon ; Or 
if any Sheriff or Eſcheator, or any of their Deputy or Deputies, or 
any Bayliff or other Officer whatfoever, by colour of his or their 
Office, or otherwiſe, after the paſſing of this preſent AR, do levy, re- 
ceive, take, or withhold of or from any Perſon or Perſons, any thing 
Pardoned or Diſcharged by this Aft; That then every ſuch perſon {o 
offending and thereof lawfully convitted or condemned by any ſuffici- 
eat teſtimony , witneſle, or proof, ſhall yeeld and payfor recompence 
thereof to the party ſo grieved or offended thereby , his or their 
treble damages , befides all coſts of the Suit ; and fhall alſo forfeit 
and loſe to the Kings Majeſty for every ſach default Ten Pounds : 
And neverthelefſe all and fingular ſuch Writs, Proceſſe and Precepts fo 
ro be made for, or upon any manner of thing Pardoned or Diſcharged 
by this preſent AR of free Pardon, Indempnity and Oblivien, ſhall 
be utterly void and of none effe&. 

Except and alwayes forepriſed out of this Free and General Par- 
don, all Murders done or committed by any perſon or perſons, other 
then ſuch which are pardoned and Diſcharged in the firſt Clauſe of 
Pardon above mentioned : And alſo Excepted and alwayes forepriſed 
out of this General and Free Pardon, all and every offences of Piracy 
and Robbery done. upon the Seas , not done in relation to the diffe- 
rences and Wars aforeſaid, and every procuring or abetting of any 
fach Offenders, and the —_ and receiving 'of chem , or any 
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of chem, or any Goods taken by way of ſuch Piracy or Robbery upon 
the Seas as aforefaid: And alſo Excepted the detefſtable and abomi- 
nable Vice of Buggery committed with Mankind or Beaſt : And alfo 
Excepted all Rapes and carnal Raviſhments of Women : And alſo 
Excepted all Raviſhments and wilful taking away, or marrying of any 
Maid , Widow or Damſel againſt her Will, or without the affent or 
agreement. of her Parents , or of ſuch as then had her in 
Cuſtody ; and alſo all Offences of aiding, comforting  procu- * 
ring or abetting of any ſuch Raviſhment, Wilful taking, or Mar - 

ing, had, committed or done : And alſo Excepted all Offences'made 
Felony by a certain A& made and ordained, Entituled, An A to re- 
ftrain all perſons from Marriage until their former Wives and former 
Husbands be dead : And alſo Excepted all Offences of Invocations, 
Conjurations, Witchcrafts, Sorceries, Iachantments, and Charms ; and 
all Offences of procuring , abetting , or comforting of the ſame z 
and all perſons now attained or convifted of any the faid Excepted 
Offences ; Andalſo Excepted all and fingular the 045/847 2 of all 
and every = and perſons appointed by any of the Authorities , 
or pretended Authorities aforelaid, to be Treaſurer, Receiver, Far- 
mer or Colle&or , ( other then the Sub-Colle&ors of the ſeveral 
Pariſhes, Towns, and Hamlets refpettively , for and concerning their 
Receipts before the Four and twentieth day. of Zune , in the Year of 
eur Lord,One thoufand fix hundred fifty nine) have received or 
colle&ed any Subſidy, Cuſtome, Subſidy of Tonnage and Poundage, 
Prize-Goods , Allefſenent, Sequeſtration, New Impoſt or Exciſe; or 
of any.the Rents an Revenues of any Lands or Hereditaments, of or

And be it further Provided, That no Military, or Conmmitlicned 
Officer of the Armies, or Navies, or Souldier, or Martiner, who be- 
fore the Twenty fifth of. March, One thouland tx hunared fifty nine, 
hath recejved' any Moneys for his own pay, or the pay of other Soul 
diers, or forany other Contingencies of the Sonldiers, or Garriſons 
under His Command, or by way of reward, ſhall be called to accompt 
therefore. 

And that no perſon whatſoever ſhall be called to accompt for any 
the matters in this Exception. mentioned, after the Four and twen- 
tieth day of Fane, which (liall be in. the year of our Lord God, One 
thouſand fix hundred {ixty and two now. next euſuing; And that in 
. Cale a perſon who flands accomptable for 2ny moneys received ſince 

the firſt of Fanyary, One chonGng fix kundred forty two, and before 
the Thirtieth of fan Daehonknd fix hundred forty eight,have 
been robb'd, or plundered by Soutfdiers, or others, of the moneys in

in or between the years, One thouſand fix hymdred forty tmo., and 
Oe thouſand fix hundred forty eight, of what'they have paid to any 
publique uſe, by, or according to any publique or pretended Order or 
Authority whatſoever, ſhall be a good diſcharge, as to ſa much of the 
accompt of ſuch perſon or perſons.
